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Aa  prohibit-  TIT"  H  E  RE  A  S  tolerating  Strangers  to  piirchafeNegro,  or 
iDg  Slaves  be-  ' ''  Mulatto  Slaves  in  this  State,  and  carry  them  offeither 
ing  fold  out  of  by  Land  or  Water,  againft  their  Confent,  to  perpetuate 
RafnftVhefr'  their  Slavery  in  foreign  Parts  remote  from  their  Friends 
Confent.  and  Acquaintance,  is  againft  the  Rights  of  human  Nature, 

and  tends  greatly  to  aggravate  the  Condiiion  of  Slavery, 
which  this  General  AfTembly  is  difpofed  rather  to  alleviate, 
till  fome  favourable  Occafion  may  offer  for  its  total  Aboli- 
tion :  Be  It  there/ore  Ena8ed  by  this  General  j1[Jemb!y,  and  by 
the  y^uthorily  thereof  it  is  Etia^ed,  That  in  Cafe  any  Stranger 
or  Foreigner,  or  any  Pcrfon  or  Perfons  vi'hoever  fhall  pre- 
fume  to  purchafe,  and  in  Confequcnce  of  fuch  recentTitle, 
or  of  any  other  Right,  Title,  or  Claim  whatfoever,  fhall

WHEREAS  our  Sifter  States  of  Conne^icutt  for  a  long  Aa  laying  an 
Time  fince,  and  of  Maffachnfettt-Bay  of  late,  have  Embargo, 
enaded  Laws  for  preventing  the  Exportation  of  theNecelTa- 
ries  and  Conveniences  of  Life,  whereby  rhis  State  has  been 
greatly  injured  and  impoveriflied  in  its  ufual  and  wonted 
Commerce,  and  deprived  of  its  accuftomed  Supplies,  on 
which  it  almoft  efTentially  depended  for  Subfiftence:  And 
whereas  out  ftri^  Attention  to  the  more  extcnfive  Princi- 
ples of  mutual  and  friendly  Intercourfe,  originating  in  the 
Conrtitution  of  free  and  confederated  States,  and  ablolute- 
)y  neceiTary  for  the  Prefer vation  of  mutual  Harmony  and 
Union,  unconnc(fted  with  the  Ideas  of  private  and  feparate 
Intcreft,  have  permitted  a  general  Exportation,  whereby 
we  have  been  gradually  deprived  of  the  Articles  ofLife,  and 
thofe  States  received  Irom  us  what  they  would  not  fuller 
to  be  returned  :  And  whereas  we  have  Reafon  to  apprehend 
that  a  different  Syftem  may  not  foon  be  adopted  by  them,

An  A  C  T   for  the  confifcating  the  Eftates  of  cer- 
tain Perfons  therein  defcribed. 

WHEREAS  all  Countries  have  a  Right  to  the  per- 
meating ine  fonal  Services  of  its  Inhabitants,  the  greateft  Exer- 
Eftates  of  Per-  fions  of  whom,  in  their  different  Capacities,  are  efpecially 
fons  who  h^ve  j-gq^ifice  for  the  Defence  and  Prote<f\ion  of  their  Lives,  Li- 
n°€my,Wl  '  berties  and  Properties,  during  the  aflual  Invafion  ot  Ene- 
mies ;  and  a  Refufal  or  withdrawing  the  fame  being  a- 
gainlt  the  Rights  of  human  Society,  and  the  being  volun- 
tarily adherent  to  public  Enemies,  by  giving  them  Aid  or 
Comfort,  or  the  Jeeking  of  their  Protedlion,  amount  to  a 
total  Renunciation  of  all  former  Rights,  Privileges  and  In- 
heritances whatever :  And  whereas,  fmce  the  King  and 
Parliament  of  GreahBritaiti,  have  tyrannically  framed,  and 
attempted  with  Fleets  and  Armies  to  introduce  into  thefe 
United  States,  a  moft  cruel  Syftem  of  Defpotilm,  at  the 
fame  Time  declaring  the  Inhabitants  thereof  out  ol  their 
Pfote<5^ion,  fundry  of  faid  Inhabitants,  regardlefs  of  their

every  Kind,  and  all  other  Ellates  and  Interefls  whatfoever, 
of  which  any  of  the  Perfons  herein  before  defcribed  were 
feized  or  poirefled,  or  were  entitled  to  have  and  demand,

An   ACT   for  the  better  forming,    regulating  and 
conducing  the  military  Force  of  this  State. 

TIT^HEREAS  the  Security  and  Defence  of  all  free  Aa  regulating 
^^  States  effentially  depend,  under  God,  upon  the  Ex-  '^^  Mil'Ha* 
ertions  of  a  well  regulated  Militia:  And  whereas  the  pre- 
fent Situation  of  this  State  demands  our  moft  ferious  Atten- 
tion to  thofe  important  Objefls,  and  the  many  Laws  here- 
tofore enaded  for  eflTedting  thofe  valuable  Purpofes  have 
proved  inadequate  to  the  End  defigned  :  Wherefore,  for 
the  better  forming,  regulating  and  conducting  the  military 
Force  of  this  State,  Be  it  EmUed  by  this  General  yijfembly^ 
and  by  the  Authority  thereojit  is  hereby  Enabled,  That  all  ef- 
feftive  Males  between  the  Ages  of  Sixteen  and  Fifty,  ex- 
cept fuch  as  are  hereafter  excepted,  liiall  conftitute  and 
make  the  military  Force  of  this  State ;  and  that  the  fame 
be  divided  intoCompsnies,  Battalions  and  Brigades,  in  the 
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following  Manner,  viz.  Thofe  in  the  County  oi^roviSence

"wick  and  Eaft-Greenwich  conflitute  one  Battalion  ;  and  that 
the  Towns  of  Weft-Greenwich  and  Covetttrj  conflitute  one 
Battalion. 

yfnd  be  it  further  EnaSed  bj  the  Authority  afore/aid.  That 
each  Battalion  confifl  of  Infantry  Companies  according  to 
us  Strength,  not  exceeding  Ten,  one  Company  of  Artille- 
ry, and  one  of  Horfe  :  That  each  Company  of  Infantry  be 
commanded  by  one  Captain,  one  Lieutenant,  and  one  En- 
iign,  and  that  the  Non-commiilioned  Officers  of  each  Com- 
pany be  Three  Serjeants,  Three  Corporals,  One  Drummer, 
and  One  Fiter :  That  each  Company  of  Artillery  confifl 
of  Twenty-four  Matrofles,  Two  Serjeants,  Two  Corporals, 
and  Two  Gunners,  and  be  commanded  by  One  Captain- 
Lieutenant,  and  One  Lieutenant:  That  each  Company  of 
Horfe  confifl  of  not  lefs  than  Thirty-two  Privates,  Three 
Corporals,  Two  Serjeants,  and  One  Trumpeter,    and  be 
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commanded  by  one  Captaiiii  one  Lieutenant,  and  one 
Cornet. 

And  he  it  further  Enabled,  That  befides  the  Officers  and 
Non-commiHioned  Oflicers  before  mentioned,  there  be  ap- 
pointed to  each  Brigade  one  Quarter-Mafter,  one  Commil^ 
fary,  and  one  Forage-Mailer,  to  be  taken  from  the  Line ; 
that  to  each  Battahon  there  be  appointed  one  Adjutant,  one

Companies  in  the  Town  of  Smithfield^  and  Three  in  the 
Town  oi  Cumberland :  That  there  be  Six  Infantry  Compa- 
nies in  the  Town  of  J"f//afl/f,  and  Four  in  the  Town  of 
Gloucefter  :  Alfo  that  there  be  Three  Infantry  Companies 
in  the  Town  of  Wejlerly^  Two  in  the  Town  of  Charle/Io-wft, 
and  Three  in  the  Town  of  Hopkinion :  That  there  be  Font

And  he  it  further  E/ta^ed  hy  the  Authority  aforejaii.  That 
each  and  every  efftflive  Man  as  aforefaid  (hall  provide,  and 
at  all  times  be  furnifticd,  at  his  own  Expcnce  (excepting 
lueh  Perfons  as  the  Town  Councils  of  the  Towns  in  which 
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they  refpei^lvely  dwell  or  refide  fliall  adjudge  unable  to 
purchafe  the  fame)  with  one  good  Mufquet,  and  a  Bayo- 
jiet  fitted  thereto,  with  a  Sheath  and  Belt,  or  Strap,  for  the 
fame,  one  Ram -rod,  Worm,  Priming- wire  and  BruOi,  and 
one  Cariouch-Box. 

And  he  it  further  EnttBed  by  the  Authority  afore/aid^  That 
the  Artillery  Companies  be  formed  in  their  refpe^ive  Bat- 
talions at  the  Dilcretion  of  the  Field-Officers,  with  the  Ap- 
probation of  their  refpedtive  Brigadiers,  due  Regard  being 
had  to  their  local  Situation  and  Abilities. 

And  whereas,  by  the  Experience  of  all  Ages,  it  has  been 
found  expedient,   for  the  better  Support  of  Subordination 
and  military  Difcipline,  to  form  feparate  and  diflind  Corps,

a  Right  to  claim  their  pcrfonal  Services,  that  the   fame  be- 
neficial Purpofes  may  ftill  be  effefled.   It  h  EnaRed,  That 
all  Perfons  under  the  following  Defcription  be   exempted 
Irom  ferving  in  the  Infantry  Battalions,  and  Companits  of 
Artillery,  ^•/z.  all  Perfons  who  have   ferved  in  the  Place  of 
General  Officers,  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  or  other  commiffi- 
oned   Officers,  the  Miniflers  or  Teachers  of  each  Church 
or  Congregation  in  this  State,  all  fworn  Practitioners  in  the 
Law,  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  Apothecaries,  all  Perfons  ap- 
pointed to  work  the  Firc-Engines,  one  Miller  to  each  Grift- 
Mill,  one  Ferryman  to  each  ftated  Ferry,   all  thofe   who 
have  loft  a   right  Eye,  or   are  difabled   by  Lamenefs,    all 
Town-Councilmen,  Treafurers,  Clerks  and  Serjeants,  while 
ferving  in  their  refpedive  Stations. 

And  be  it  further  EnaHed,  That  alf  Perfons  between  the 
Ages  of  Sixteen  and  Fifty  Years,  exempted  as  aforefaid 
from  ferving  in  the  Infantry  Battalions,  be  formed  into  fe- 
parate Corps,  to  be  knou^n  and  called  by  the  Name  of  the 
Senior  Clafs,  in  the  feveral  Brigades  to  whofe  Diftriils  they 
appertain  r  that  they  be  officered  in  the  fame  Manner  as 
the  Infantry  Companies,  withfuch  Field  and  Staff  Officers 
as  their  Numbers  in  their  refpeCtive  Brigades  fhall  entitle 
them  to,  and  who  fhall  at  all  Times  be  armed,  accoutred

Be  it  further  EnaBedy  That  every  Perfori   who  fhall  at 
any  Time  be  found  deficient  in  any  of  the  Arms,  Accou- 
trements and  Equipage,  as  by  this  Ad  prcfcribed  and  di- 
reded,  excepting  thofe  before  excepted,  fuch  Delinqueni; 
fhall  forfeit  and  pay  as  a  Fine  fof  every  fuch  Deficiency, 
and  as  often  as   fuch  Deficiency  fhall  appear,  double  the 
Value  of  each  Article,    which  Value  fliall  from  Time  to 
Time  be  afcertained  by  the  General  AfTembly,  Council  of 
War,  or  Governor  and  Council,  to  be  recovered  by  War-

rant  ilTued  as  aforefaid,  he  or  they  Ihall  be  calhicred,  or 
reduced  to  tlie  Ranks,  orotherwife  punifhed  at  the  Dilcre- 
tion  of  a  regimemalCoufC-Martial. 

Beit  Jurikcr  EnaBeiy  Thaf  if  any  Captain,  or  other  com- 
miffioned  Officer,  fhallnegle^l  calling  his  Company  toge- 
ther when  ordered  as  aforefaid,  or  Ihall  not  attend  upon 
his  Duty  when  called  together,  he  (hall  be  cafhiered  by 
the  Sentence  of  a  general  Court-Martial. 

Be  it  further  Ern'Bcd.  That  when  the  Troops,  or  any 
Part  of  them,  Ihall  be  afleniblcd  tosetber  for  Review  or 
otiierwife,  it  fhall  be  in  the  Power  of  the  Commanding 
Officer  to  punilh  all  Diforders  and  Breaches  of  military  Or- 
der and  Difcjpline,  whether  in  non-commiffioned  Officers 
or  Privates,  by  cauling  the  Offender  or  OfTcnders  to  ride 
the  wooden  Horl'e,  not  esceedijig  the  Space  of  one  Hour. 

Be  it  further  Ena^eJ,  That  every  non-commiffioned  Of- 
ficer or  Private,  who  Ihall  refufe  or  negletSi:  appearing 
when  warned  as  aforefaid,  fhall  pay  as  a  Fine  lor  every 
Days  Negleift  not  lefs  than  Three  nor  exceeding  Six 
Pounds,  at  the  Difcretion  of  the  Field-OtTicers,  unlefs  he 
fhall  render  to  them  afufficient  Excufe,  to  be  recovered  in 
Manner  as  is  before  defcribed.

torney-General of  this  State,  and  he  fhall  file  his  Pill,  Plaint 
or  Information,  againft   fuch  Delincjueiu  or  Delinquents,

where  luch  DeUnquents  dwell,  proper  to  try  the  fame,  and 
on  Convidion  fuch  Delinquent  or  Delinquents  (hall  forfeit 
and  pay  as  a  Fine,  to  and  tor  the  Ufe  of  this  State,  the  Sum

from  Time  ro  Time  appointed  to  fupplv  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  ;

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But  thar,  as  they  have  been  varioullv  conduifted,  and  gone  through 
fo  many  different  Channels,  we  found  it  almoll  impradlicable  to  afcer- 
tain  them  with  any  Degree  of  Precifion.

Aft  exempt-  T II  r  HE  RE  AS,  fincc  the  Commencement  of  the  prefent  War, 
Military  y\l  more  efpecially  during  the  Refidence  of  the  5n///i&  Army  on 
Rbode-Ifland,  it  hath  been  abfolutely  neceflTar}',  in  divers  Inftances, 
that  the  Officers  of  the  American  Army,  and  others,  employed  in 
procuring  Supplies  for  the  Army,  fhould  make  ufe  of  the  Property  of 
Individuals  for  public  Service,  without  the  Confent  of  the  Owners,

State,  make  out  in  due  Form,  and  file  in  the  faid   Court,  a  Libel 
againft  the  fame,   containing  a  full  and   particular  Account  of  the 
Time  and  Manner  of  the  Capture,  whofe  Property  the  fame  was  when 
captured,    and  of  the  Perfons  who  affifted  in  capturing  the  fame  ;  and 
fliall  annex  to  the  faid  Libel  a  Schedule  of  the  Cargo  or  Cargoes,  if 
any ;   and  fliall  alio  at  the  fame  Time  deliver  to  the  faid  Judge   the 
Regifter,  Charter-Party,    Bills   of  Lading,  Letters,   and  all  other 
Papers  whatfoever,  which  were  found  on  board  fuch  Veflel  or  Veflels 
when  captured,  in  Order  that  the  Jury,  if  any  Difpute  fliall  arife  in 
the  faid  Court  concerning  the  Property,  may  have  the  Benefit  of  the 
Evidence  arifing  therefrom  :  And  the  faid  Judge,  in  cale  he  fliall 
allow  the  faid;  Libel,    fliall  appoint  the  Time  and  Place  of  Trial,   in 
the  fame  County  into  which  the  faid  Capture  fliall  be  brought  by  the 
Libellants,  and  fliall  caufe  Notification  thereof,  with  the  Name,  if 
known,  and  Defcription  of  fuch  captured  Veflel  or  Vefiels,  or  Effefts, 
to  be  publiflied  in  the  Newport  and  Pro'UfVfHCf  News- Papers,  Fifteen 
Days  before  the  Time  appointed  for  fuch  Trial,  in  Order  that  the 
Owner  or  Owners  of  fuch  Capture,   or  any  concerned  therein,  may 
appear,  and  fliew  Caufe  (if  any  there  be)  why  the  faid   captured 
Property  fliould  not  be  condemned  as  lawful  Prize. 

AND  he  it  further  EnaSied  by  the  Authority  afore/aid,  That  each 
and  every  Perfon  applying  to  the  Judge  for  a  Libel  and  Procefs  as 
aforefaid,  fliall  ftipulatewith  Surety,  to  pay  all  legal  Coftis  that  fliall 
accrue  by  Default  in  Profecution. 

AND  he  it  further  EnaSted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  in 
cafe  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  fliall  claim  any  fuch  captured  Veflel  or 
Veflels,  Appurtenances,  Cargo  or  Cargoes,  or  any  Part  thereof,  in 
Order  for  the  Trial  of  the  Jufl:ice  of  fuch  Claim,  the  Claimants  fliall 
file  the  fame  before  the  faid  Judge  Five  Days  before  the  Time  ap- 
pointed for  the  faid  Trial,  who  fliall  thereupon  immediately  iflue  his 
Warrant  to  the  Town-Serjeant,  or  either  of  the  Conftables  in  each 
Town,  in  the  County  where  fuch  Trial  is  appointed  to  be  had,  re- 
quiring fuch  Town-Serjeant,  or  Conftable,  to  apply  v/ith  fuch  War- 
rant to  the  Town-Clerk  of  the  Town  to  which  he  belongs,  who  is 
thereupon  hereby  dircfted  and  required,  immediately,  in  the  Prefence 
of  fuch  Town-Serjeant  or  Conftable,  to  draw,    by  Lot,    out  of  the 
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Juiy-Boxof  thefaidTown,  in  theufual  Manner,  the  fame  Number 
of  Petit- Jurors,  to  attend  the  faid  Court  of  Admiralty,    as  by  Law 
are  required  to  attend  from  the  faid  Town  at  the  Inferior  Court  of 
Common-Pleas  in  the  fame  County;  which  Jurors  Ihall  be  imme- 
diately notified  thereof,  and  required  by  fuch  Town-Serjeant  or  Con- 
ftable  fealbnably  to  attend  and  ferve  at  the  faid  Court,   at  the  Time 
and  Place  appointed  ;  and  in  Default  thereof  fuch   delinquent  Juror 
fhall  be  liable  to  the  fame  Penalties    and  Forfeitures  as    are  Jurors 
drawn  to  ferve  at  the  Inferior  Court  of  Common-Pleas  who  negleft  to 
appear,  to  be  recovered  by  an  Execution  to  be  iflued  by  the  faid  Jud^e,. 
returnable  in  Thirty  Days  next  after  the  /aid  Time  of  Trial,  unlefs" 
fuch  Juror  fhall  render  a  fufficient  and  fatisfaftory  Reafon  to  the  faid 
Judge  for  fuch  Non-attendance:  And  the  faid   Officer  Ihall  make 
return  of  the  faid  Warrant,    with  his  Doings  thereon,  to  the  faid 
Judge,  at  or  before  the  faid  Time  of  Trial,  with  the  Name  or  Names 
ofthe  Juror  or  Jurors,  who  Ihall  be  fo  drawn  and  notified,  and  upon 
Failure  thereof  fhall  forfeit  I^-joo  Hundred  Pounds,  Lawful  Money, 
to  be  recovered  and  appropriated  as  the  Fines  of  the  Jurors   at  the 
faid  Inferior  Court,  as  aforefaid  :  And  in  cafe  a  fufficient  Number  of 
Jurors  Ihall  not  attend,  or  any  fhall  be  challenged  fo  that  there  fhall 
not  be  a  Pannel  to  try  fuch  Caufe,   the  faid  Judge   fhall  direft  the 
Sheriff  to  return  Talefmen,    if  a  fufficient  Number  is  present   in   the 
iaid  Court,  if  not,  the  faid  Judge  fhall  ifTue  a  Writ  of  F^w/r^  Faaaj 
to  the  faid  Sheriff,  or  his  Deputy,    to  return  fo  many  free  and  lawful 
Men  ofthe  County  as  will  fill  up  thf  Pannel ;  which  Jury    fhall   be 
fworn  in  the  faid  Court  to  return  a  true  Verdidt  or  Verdifts,   upon 
fUch  Bill  or  Bills  as  fhall  be  committed  to  them,  according  to  Law 
and  Evidence  :  And  if  it   fhall  appear  to  the  faid  Judge  that    fuch 
Captured  VefTel  orVefTels,    Appurtenances,  Cargo  or  Cargoes,    or 
other  Effefts,   libelled  as  aforefaid,    are  lawful  Prize,  he  ihall  con- 
demn the  fame  accordingly,  for  the  Ufe  and  Benefit  of  the  Captors, 
and  others  concerned  therein,  to  be  fhared  among  them,  according 
to  fuch  Rules  and  Regulations  as  they,  by  their  Articles,  have  agreed

to  have  fold,  and  to  fell  the  fame  at  Public  Vendue,   to  the  higheft 
Bidder  or  Bidders  (except  in  difputed  Caufes,  where  an  Appealfhall 
be  granted,  and  Bond  given,    as  hereafter  mentioned,  in  which  Cafe 
the  whole  Property  condemned  fhall  be  fold  as  aforefaid)    and  out  of 
the  Money  arifing  from  fuch  Sales,  firft  to  pay  to  the  Regifterof  the 
faid  Court  the  Amount  of  the  Cofls  and  Charges  occafioned  by  the 
Profecution,  Trial  and  Condemnation  of  fuch  Prize  or  Prizes,  to  be 
by  the  faid  Regifterdiftributed  and  paid  to  the  Officers  of  the  faid 
Court,   and  others,    to  whom  the  fame  fhall  belong ;  and  after  de- 
ducing and  retaining  his  own  Fees  for  Sale,  as  aforefaid,  to   deliver 
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and  pay  all  the  Remainder  of  the  faid  Money  to  fuch  Captors,  their 
Agent  or  Agents,  Attorney  or  Attorn ies,  and  to  make  true  Return 
of  the  faid  Warrant  to  the  faid  Judge,  within  Thirty  Days  next  after 
the  Date  thereof,  with  his  Doings  thereon  ;  and  in  Default  thereof, 
to  be  fued  to  a  Special  Court,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  by  Law  is  di- 
refted  in  Cafes  for  negledling  to  return  Executions  to  the  Courts  of 
Common  Law  in  this  State,  within  the  Time  limited. 

AND  be  it  further  EnaSled,  That  the  Fees  of  the  faid  Sheriff, 
Deputy-Sheriff,  or  Vendue-Mafter,  for  Sales  as  aforefaid,  Ihall  be 
One  Half  of  One />^r  Centum^  upon  the  Value  of  the  Prize  or  Ar- 
ticles fold,  provided  the  Amount  thereof  do  not  exceed  One  Thcu- 
f and  Pounds;  but  when  it  fhall  exceed  the  faid  Sum,  he  fhall  be  al- 
lowed One  Half  of  One /^r  Centum  upon  the  Firft  'Thouf and  Pounds, 
and  onlypne  Quarter  o(  One  per  Centum  upon  all  Sums  over. 

AND  be  It  further  Ena£ied  by  the  Authority  aforefaidy  That  when- 
ever any  Veffel  or  Veffels,  Appurtenances,  Cargo  or  Cargoes,  Jhall 
be  captured  on  the  High-Seas,  and  be  brougl^t  into  this  State  and 
libelled  in  the  faid  Court,  and  notified  in  the  News-Papers,  as  afore- 
faid; and  if  no  Claim  fhall  have  been  filed  before  the  faid  Judge, 
Five  Days  before  the  Time  by  him  appointed  for  Trial,  then  and  in 
fuch  Cafe  the  fame  fhall  be  proceeded  againft  and  condemned,  upon 
Default,  without  empannelling  a  Jury. 

AND  be  it  further  Enabled y  That  whenever  any  Veffel  or  Veffels, 
Appurtenances,  Cargo  or  Cargoes,  fhall  be  captured  upon  the 
High-Seas,  and  brought  into  this  State,  faid  to  have  been  captured 
from  Enemies,  as  Prize,  if  the  Captors,  or  any  Perfons  concerned 
therein,  or  any  of  them,  fhall  break  Bulk,  or  take  the  Cargo  or 
Cargoes,  or  any  Part  thereof,  or  procure  the  fame  to  be  taken,  from 
any  fuch  Veffel  or  Veffels,  or  fhall  fell  fuch  Veffel  or  Veffels,  Ap- 
purtenances, Cargo  or  Cargoes,  or  any  Part  thereof,  or  fhall  at- 
tempt to  remove  the  fame  out  of  the  Port  into  which  the  fame  fhall 
arrive,  before  Report  fhall  be  made  to  the  faid  Judge,  and  the  Papers 
delivered  to  him  in  Manner  as  herein  before  direfted,  and  his  Per- 
miffion  obtained  therefor,  fuch  Veffel  or  Veffels,  Appurtenances, 
and  Cargo  or  Cargoes,  fhall  be  forfeited.  One  Eighth  Part  thereof 
to  the  Ufe  of  the  Informer,  and  the  Remainder  to  and  for  the  Ufe 
of  this  State,  to  be  paid  to  the  Gcneral-Treaiurer  :  And  that  the 
fame  fiiall  be  profecuted  by  Information,  and  recovered  in  the  faid 
Court,  or  in  any  other  Court  of  Record,  in  fuch  County  where  the 
faid  Offence  may  be  committed  ;  which  Court  is  hereby  directed,  up- 
on Information  being  filed  therein  of  luch  Offence,  immediately  to 
iffue  a  Warrant  to  the  Sheriff  of  luch  County,  or  to  his  Deputy,  em- 
powering and  commanding  him,  immediately  to  take  fuch  Veffel  or

AND  he  it  further  EnaSfed  by  the  Authority  afore/aid,  That  from 
and  after  the  Publication  of  this  Aft,  if  any  Perfonor  Perfons,  within 
this  State  or  ellewhere,  prepare,  engrave,  ftamp,  forge,  or  print,  the 
counterfeit  Refemblanceof  any  paper  Bills  of  Credit  which  fhall  be 
emitted  by  Virtue  of  this  Ad,  or  fhall  counterfeit  or  fign  the  Name 
or  Names  of  the  Signer  or  Signers  of  faid  Bills  of  Credit  to  fuch  Bills

An  ACT  afcertaining  the  Depreciation  of  the 
Bills  of  public  Credit,  and  fixing  the  Value  of 
private  Contradis,  in  Spanijh  milled  Dollars,  fince 
the  fame  have  been  in  Circulation  as  a  Currency, 
and  repealing  the  Laws,  heretofore  pafled,  for 
making  faid  Bills  a  Tender  in  all  Payments. 

Depreciation  TT7HEREAS  at  thc  Commencement  of  the  prefent  War, 

Aft.  YY     before  the  full  Organization  of  the  internal  Police  of  the  re- 

fpedlive  Governments,  when  Monies  for  procuring  Supplies   could 

not  be  furnifhed  by  Taxationj  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  of 

America, 
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America,  and  the  Legiflature  of  this  State,  iflqed  Bills  of  public 
Credit,  which  circulated  as  Money,  and  were  neceflarily  increafed  to 
a  Quantity  greater  than  was  proper  for  a  Medium  of  Trade,  and  from 
the  Redundancy  thereof,  by  general  Confent,  have  gradually  depre- 
ciated, and  are  now  of  much  Icfs  Yalue  than  when  firft  iflued,  fa 
that  it  ismanifeftly  unjuft  that  a  nominal  Sum  thereof  fhould  now  dif- 
charge  a  Debt  of  the  fame  Sum,  contrafted  when  Money  was  of  much 
greater  Value ;  and  it  hath  become  neceffary,  that  Juftice  may  be 
done  to  Debtors  and  Creditors  in  this  State,  that  a  Scale  of  Depre-

WHEREAS  for  the  Support  and  Continuance  of  the  prefent  Aft  tor  raiC- 
juft  and  neceflary  War,  on  the  Part  of  the  United  States  o(Ame-  '"S  3°^  ^'" 
rica,  in  order  to  infure  to  ourfelves  and  Pofterity  the  Bleffings  flowing 
from  Peace,  Liberty  and  Independence,  and  to  compel  the  Enemy  to 
agree  to  a  juft  and  an  equitable  Accommodation,  it  is  indifpenfably 
neceflary  that  a  regular,  efficient  and  perrrianent  Force  be  immediately 
engaged  in  the  public  Defence :  And  \yhereas  the  Number  of  Three 
Hundred  and  Eight  Men,  purfuant  to  a  late  Refolve  of  Congrefs,  has 
been  apportioned  to  this  State,  as  their  Quota  of  the  new  Army  to  be 
raifcd  -,  and  his  Excellency  General  Wajhington  hath  called  for  the  faid 
Men  to  take  the  Field  as  foon  as  may  be : 

Therefore,  in  order  as  much  as  poffible  to  co-operate  with  and 
promote  fuch  Meafurcs  as  fliall  be  durable  and  fubftantial,  as  recom-

AND  it  is  further  Enabled  by  the  Authority  aforejaid.  That  the  Com- 
mittee who  fhall  make  fuch  Detachment,  (hall  make  Return  thereof  to 
either  of  the  Field  Officers  of  faid  Battalion,  or  fuch  other  Perfon  as 
(Viall  be  appointed  by  fuch  Field  Officer  ;  which  Field  Officer,  or 
Perfon  by  him  fo  appointed,  fhall  be  Mufler-Mafter  of  the  faid  Men, 
ivhofe  Bufinefs  it  fhall  be,  in  Conjiindtion  with  the  Field  OfEcersofthe 
Regiment  to  which  faid  detached  Perfon  belongs,  to  fee  that  the  Per- 
fons  fo  detached,  provided  they  pafs  Mufter,  join  the  faid  Battalion,  to 
ferve  as  Soldiers  therein.  Under  the  fame  Regulations  and  Reftriftions 
as  Perfons  voluntarily  inlifting  ;  and  that  the  whole  of  the  Men,  fo 
inlifted  of  detached,  Ihall  be  ready  to  march  and  take  the  Field  on  the 
Firft  Day  of  February  next :  That  their  Pay  commence  from  the  Time 
they  fliall  inlift,  or  be  detached  as  aforefaid  :  That  Three  Dollars  (Paper 
Currency)  per  Mile,  be  allowed  to  each  Perfon  inlifted  or  detached  as 
aforefaid,  from  his  Place  of  Refidence,  for  his  Travel  and  Expences  in 
going  to  be  muftered,  and  to  join  the  faid  Battalion,  at  the  Place 
appointed  by  the  Commanding  Officer  thereof  as  their  Rendezvous: 
And  that  in  cafe  any  Clafs  fhall  inlift  a  Perfon  who  fhall  not  pafs  Miifter, 
fuch  Clafs  fhall  within  Ten  Days  afterwards  procure  another  able-bodi- 
ed Man  who  may  pafs  Mufter,  under  the  fame  Penalty  for  Negleft  as 
aforefaid. 

AND  it  is  furth&r  EnaHed  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  in  caf*e 
any  Perfon  who  fhall  be  detached  as  aforefaid  fhall  conceal  or  abfent 
htmfelf,  without  previoufly  procuring  an  able-bodied  efFeftive  Man  to 
ferve  in  his  Stead  in  faid  Regiment,  on  or  before  the  Firft  Day  of 
February  next,  fuch  a  Part  of  the  Eftate  of  the  Perfon  fo  detached  Ihall 
be  taken  and  difpofed  of  at  Vendue,  by  faid  Committee,  as  Iliall  be 
fufficient  to  procure  an  able-bodied  Man  to  ferve  in  his  Stead  as  afore- 
faid, who  fhall  appropriate  the  fame  accordingly  :  That  if  the  Perfon 
fo  detached  fhall  not  be  pofTelTed  of  a  fufficient  Eftate  for  that  Purpofe, 
the  faid  Officer  or  Mufter-Mafter  fhall  advertife  him  in  all  the  News- 
Papers  of  this  State  as  a  Deferter,  and  offer  a  Reward  of  Th7-ee  Hundred 
Pounds,  Lawful  Money,  to  be  paid  by  this  State  to  the  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons who  fhall  apprehend  him  :  And  that  in  cafe  any  Perfon  who  fhall 
be  clafTed  as  aforefaid  cannot  be  found  to  be  notified  thereof,  he  fhall 
be  proceeded  againft  in  Manner  as  afore-direfled,  in  cafe  he  had  been 
duly  notified  thereof. 

And  as  a  further  Encouragement  to  Perfons  to  enter  into  public 
Service,  and  to  do  the  Duty  affigned  them  by  Law,  It  is  further  Enaifed 
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ly  the  Authority  afore/aidy  That  every  Twelve  of  the  Delinquents  upon 
the  laft  general  Alarm,  who  were  bound  by  Law  to  appear  at  the 
Places  of  Parade,  and  every  Twelve  of  thofe  who  deferted  from  the 
Service  after  having  joined  their  refpeftive  Corps  in  faid  Alarm,  Ihall 
furnifh  an  able-bodied  effeftive  Man,  to  make  up  the  Deficiency  of 
the  Town  to  which  fuch  Delinquents  or  Deferters  refpeftively  belong : 
That  the  faid  Delinquents  or  Deferters  be  afcertained  to  the  Commit- 
tees of  the  feveral  Towns  as  aforefaid,  by  the  Returns  of  their  refpec- 
tive  Colonels,  which  have  been  or  fhall  be  hereafter  made  :  That  the 
faid  Committee  fhall  determine  the  Proportion  of  the  Expence  which 
each  Delinquent  or  Deferter  fliall  pay  towards  procuring  an  able-bodied 
Man  for  the  Clafs  to  which  fuch  Delinquent  or  Deferter  fhall  belong, 
as  they  the  faid  Committee  Ihall  judge  juft  and  right :  And  that  if 
there  Ihall  not  be  a  fufficient  Nun>ber  of  Delinquents  and  Deferters 
as  aforefaid  in  any  Town,  the  Committee  appointed  to  clafs  them  as 
aforefaid  are  empowered  and  direfted  to  aflefs  and  colledl  from  fuch 
Delinquent  or  Deferter,  for  the  Purpofe  aforefaid,  fuch  Sum  as  the 
Committee  fhall  judge  to  be  juft  and  right,  in  Manner  as  aforefaid. 

AND  he  it  further  Ena^ed  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Com- 
mittee aforefaid,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  be  and  they  hereby  are 
empowered  to  afTefs  and  tax  any  and  all  Perfons  above  the  Age  of 
Sixteen  Years,  and  under  the  Age  of  Twenty-one  Years,  as  they  fhall 
think  ought  to  contribute  in  Cafli  towards  raifing  a  Recruit  as  afore- 
faid :  And  that  faid  Committee  be  further  empowered  to  afTefs  and 
levy  the  fame,  either  on  the  Eftates  of  the  Infants,  if  they  have  any, 
or  on  the  Eflates  of  the  Parents,  Matters  or  Guardians,  as  the  Com- 
mittees aforefaid  may  judge  proper. 

And  whereas  it  is  reprefented  to  this  Affembly,  that  certain  difaf- 
fefted  Perfons  within  this  State  have  heretofore  greatly  impeded  the 
recruiting  Service.:  For  preventing  whereof  in  future.  It  is  further 
Ena5led  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  the  faid  Committees  be  em- 
powered and  direfted  to  make  Enquiry  into  the  fame:  And' that  if  it 
fhall  appear,  by  fufficient  Proof,  that  either  of  the  Inhabitants  of  theif 
faid  Towns  fhall  impede  or  difcourage  the  inlifling  or  procuring  the 
Men  to  inlift  into  the  faid  Battalion,  in  fuch  Cafe  the  faid  Committee 
be  and  hereby  are  directed  forthwith  to  detach  fuch  Perfon  as  a  Recruit 
to  do  Duty  in  the  faid  Battalion,  to  be  reckoned  to  the  Town  to  which 
he  belongs,  who  in  cafe  of  Delinquency  Ihall  be  proceeded  againft  as 
herein  direfted. 

And  whereas  the  Refufal  or  Negledt  of  the  Perfons  by  this  Att 
appointed  to  clafs  and  detach  the  Men,  ^c.  will  defeat  the  important 
Purpofes  thereof:  It  is  therefore  further  EtuxBedby  the  Authority  aforefaid. 
That  if  either  of  the  faid  Perfons,  appointed  as  aforefaid,  fhall  negleft 
or  refufe  to  clafs  or  detach  faid  Men  who  may  be  deficient  as  aforefaid, 
within  the  Time  aforefaid,  or  who  fhall  not  perform  the  other  Duties 
enjoined  him  by  this  Aft,  and  fhall  thereof  be  convifted  by  the  Ver- 
dift  of  his  Peers  before  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature,  feff.  in  the 
County  where  fuch  Offender  fhall  dwell,  the  Perfon  lb  convifted  fh^all 
be  adjudged  and  fcntenccd  by  faid  Courc  to  be  forever  incapable  of 
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bearing  any  OfEce,  civil  or  military,  within  this  State,  and  pay  all 
Cofts  of  Profecution  and  Conviftion  :  Provided  that  Procefs  fhall  be 
connmenced  againft  fuch  Delinquent  within  Six  Months  for  fuch  De- 
linquency, and  not  after. 

AND  it  is  further  EmSfeJ  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Gene- 
ral, Field  and  commiffioned  Officers,  of  the  Militia  within  this  Statei 
be  and  they  are  hereby  called  upon  and  required  to  afford  their  utmoft 
Aid  and  AiTiftance  in  carrying  this  Act  into  Execution  :  And  that  ic 
Ihall  be  the  immediate  Duty  of  the  Field  Officers  of  the  Regiment  to 
■which  any  Perlbn  detached  as  aforefaid  belongs,  to  caufe  the  Perfon 
fo  detached  to  appear  ac  the  Place  appointed  for  their  Rendezvous, 
on  the  faid  Firft  Day  of  February,  to  be  muftered  and  join  the  Bat- 
talion, to  do  Duty  therein,  agreeable  to  this  A(5t. 

AND  it  is  further  EnaFfed  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  the  feve- 
ral  Towns  fliall  procure  for  each  Recruit  they  are  hereby  ordered  to 
raife,  a  good  Blanket  ;  and  that  fuch  Town  ihall  be  allowed  Eighty 
Pounds  for  each  good  Blanket  procured  as  aforefaid,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  next  State  Tax  aireffcd  on  fuch  Town. 

And  whereas  an  A£t  hath  been  palTed  at  the  prefent  Seffion,  for 
afieffing  the  Sum  of  Sixteen  Thoujand  Pounds,  in  Silver  Money,  Part 
whereof  is  to  be  appropriated  for  raifmg  the  faid  Men  ;  and  it  is  nectf- 
fary  that  Money  Ihould  be  furniflied  as  foon  as  pofnble,  in  order  to 
expedite  the  Bufinefs  :  //  is  hereby  further  EtiaHed  by  the  Authority  afore- 
faid. That  the  Towns  refpeftively  fhall  procure  the  Money  nccefTary 
for  this  Purpofe  in  fuch  Way  as  they  fhall  think  beft,  by  hiring  or 
afieffing  the  fame,  or  othervvife.  And  the  following  Sums  fhall  be 
reimburfed  and  repaid  to  fuch  Tov^-n,  out  of  faid  Tax,  for  each  Perfon 
■who  fhall  inlift  for  the  Term  of  Three  Years,  or  during  the  War,  One 
Hundred Spanijh  milled  Dollars ;  and  for  each  Perfon  inlilting  during  the 
War,  One  Hundred  and  Tiventy  Spanijh  milled  Dollars.  And  after  any

mentioning  the  Name  and  the  Town  of  the  Perfon  fo  inlifted  or  de- 
tached, and  the  Time  for  which  he  fhall  be  engaged,  which  being 
delivered  to  the  Colleftor,  and  by  him  produced  to  the  General-Trea- 
furer,  fhall  ferve  as  a  Difcharge  to  fuch  Town  for  fuch  a  Sum  as  is 
allowed  ind  advanced  by  the  State  for  each  Perfon  inlifted  or  de- 
tached for  fuch  Town  fhall  amount  to,  purfuant  to  this  Aft,  and  be 
Credited  by  the  General-Treafurcr  accordingly. 

AND  it  is  further  Enabled  hy  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  the  Secre- 
tary immediately  caufe  this  Aft  to  be  printed,  and  fend  Four  Copies 
thereof  to  each  of  the  Town-Clerks  in  this  State,  who  fhall,  immedi- 
ately after  receiving  the  fame,  deliver  Three  of  faid  Copies  to  the  faid 
Committee  of  his  Town,  or  fomc  Member  thereof^  the  other  Copy  to 
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remain  in  his  Office ;  and  fliall  alfo  iffue  his  Warrant  for  convening 
the  Inhabitants  of  fuch  Town,  in  order  to  make  known  the  faid  A<fl, 
that  all  Perfons  concerned  may  exert  themfelves  for  carrying  the  fame 
into  Execution,  with  as  much  Speed  as  may  be. 


Whereas  the  non-commiffioned  Officers  and  Soldiers,  who  inlifted  Six  Months 
into  the  Regiment  commanded  by  Col.  Chrijlopher  Greene,  for  Six  5?  '°  * 
Months,  have  been  difcharged  from  the  fame  :  And  whereas  it  is 
reprefented  to  this  Affembly,  that  divers  of  the  Towns  or  Clafies  for 
whom  they  were  inlirted  have  contradbed  to  pay  the  Wages  of  the  Men 
by  thern  inlifted,  which  will  become  due  on  the  Firft  Day  o(  January 
next :  And  whereas  it  will  be  neceflary  that  the  fame  fhould  be  paid 
immediately,  in  cafe  any  of  the  faid  Men  Ihall  again  inlift,  agreeable

fent  Seffion,  Ihall  pay  or  caufe  to  be  paid  to  any  or  either  of  the  non- 
comnniffioned  Officers  or  Soldiers,  who  inlifted  for  Six  Months  as  afore- 
faid,  the  Wages  refpeftively  due  to  them,  fuch  Sum  or  Sums 
of  Money  fo  advanced  by  them  {hall  be  allowed  and  paid  them  out 
of  the  General-Treafury,  in  the  fame  Currency  as  they  (hall  fo  advance  : 
And  that  this  Aflembly  will,  as  foon  as  may  be,  take  Meafures  for 
fupplying  the  Treafury  with  Money  for  that  Purpofe;  as  alfo  for  dif- 
charging  and  paying  the  Wages  due  to  ail  the  non-commiffioned 
Officers  and  Soldiers,  who  inlifted  into  the  faid  Regiment  for  Six 
Months  as  aforefaid. 

IT  is  Voted  and  Rejolved,  That  Fifty  Pounds  Eight  Shillings,  in  Con-  W.AmoUiU 
tinental  Money  of  the  old  Emiffions,  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  '°^^"^  £•  5° 
General  Treafury  to  Mr.  William  Arnold;  it  being  the  Amount  of  an    '' 
Account  by  him  exhibited  for  entertaining  the  Committee  appointed 
to  take  up  difaffedted  Perfons. 


An  A  C  T  for  affeffing  and  apportioning  a  Rate 
or  Tax  of  07ie  Million  of  Pounds^  in  Continental 
Bills  of  the  old  Emiffions,  now  in  Circulation, 
upon  the  Inhabitants  of  this  State. 

BE  it  Enabled  hy  this  General  Affemhly,  and  by  the  Authority  thereof  it  Apportion- 
is  hereby  EnaSfed,  That  a  Tax  of  One  Million  of  Pounds,  in  Con-  men'  of  'he 
tinental  Bills  of  the  old  Emiffions  now  in  Circulation,  Ihall  be  aflcffed  Continental 
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upon  the  Inhabitants  of  this  State  ;  Four  Hundred  Thou/and  Pounds 
thereof  to  be  appropriated  to  the  Payment  of  this  State's  Proportion 
of  Fifteen  Millions  of  Dollars,  reconnnnended  by  Congrefs  to  be  raifed 
monthly  upon  the  United  States,  for  Four  IVIonths  ;  and  Six  Hundred 
Thoujand  Pounds  thereof  for  the  Supply  of  the  Treafury  :  That  one 
Half  of  the  faid  Sums  be  colleded  and  paid  into  the  General-Treafury
